A broadcast from Aleppo, Sy- 


ria's second largest city, said a 
"free officers command" had re- 
belled against the military lead- 
ers who broke with the U.A.TC. 
asl September and then toppled 
.ho country's civilian government 
last week. 


The Aleppo broadcast said the 


rebel command had declared mar- 


kisv in "northern and eastern 


areas" of Syria. 


"All authorities in the two areas 


arc under orders of the area com- 
mand," said the broadcast com- 
munique.

Damascus radio said the junta 


believed in "unity with all liber-
